STODENT GOVERNMENT 
BODIES CREATE ROLES 

Statement of Honorable Con- 
duct in Examinations Re- 
quired 

At the meeting of the Men's Student 
Council, May 8, a resolution was pass- 
ed requesting that in all 'future written 
examinations and quizzes, each stu- 
dent shall attach to the written an- 
swers presented by him on such ex- 
aminations a certificate in the follow- 
ing words: "I certify upon honor that 
I have neither given nor received as- 
sistance on this examination." 

A resolution to the same effect was 
passed by the Women's Administrative 
Council. 

The following letter puts further 
emphasis upon the important part the 
teacher and student play in honest ex-

My Dear Professor: 

President McVey has written 
you calling attention to the resolu- 
tion passed by the Men's Student 
Council and the Women's Admin- 
istrative Council, relative to 
quizzes and examinations, and has 
requested your hearty co-opera- 



The "penalty for cheating" is, as 
you know: 

"All cases of cheating in the 
University work must be report- 
ed to the Discipline Committee. 
The least penalty for cheating in 
examinations shall be suspension 
for one semester." 

This rule is published for tin- 
first time in the Bulletin just re- 
cently issued, and while the sub- 
stance of it is of course known, 
the exact ruling is not. 

We are asking you, therefore, to 
bring the resolution of the st • 
dent councils and the rule to the 
attention of each student in your 
classes before he or she enters in- 
to the examination and at the 
close. 

By complying with this request 
you will simplify the work of the 
Discipline Committee.

The formal inauguration of the 
"Greater Kentucky" movement will be 
the principal event of Commencement 
Week, especially Alumni Day, June 12. 

Worken in the four-fold campaign, 
which will have its public beginning 
June 18, are buty with advance gift* 
which will be announced at one of the 
alumni meetings June 12. The Stu- 
dent Loan, Patterson Memorial, Bas- 
ketball Building and Stadium are pop- 
ular appeals to alumni and citizens. 
Organization has been completed in 
three-score counties of Kentucky and 
in all alumni clubs outside the state. 
In hakf these groups there are repre- 
sentatives of the citizens-at-large who 
expect to take an active part. 

Indications have been received of 
some very large bequests to come to 
the University from alumni and citi- 
zens. In the last twelve months gifts 
have passed the $300,000 mark, not in- 



cluding a 99-year lease on 15,000 acres 
in Eastern Kentucky provided by 
Cincinnati capitalfst, not an alumnus, 
for demonstration of agricultural en- 
terprises and other educational work 

With the great forward strides be- 
ing made now by former students of 
the University along business lines 
remembrance of Alma Mater may be 
expected in the endowment of var- 
ious chairs, provision of funds for 
buildings, for student help and to en- 
courage research. 

State institutions throughout the 
country are sharing with privately en- 
dowed colleges and universities in 
bequests of alumni and friends. Un- 
til the last year such a thing had been 
unknown to Kentucky. A new era of 
service and growth is the expectancy 
of officials, faculty and students of the 
University as well as alumni.

Fruitful progress was made during 
1922-23 in the work of the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station, ac- 
cording to the thirty-fifth annual re- 
port of Director Thomas P. Cooper. 

Certain investigations oi great im- 
portance to the farming interests of 
the state have reached a point where 
they may be developed in terms of farm 
practice through the work of the ex- 
tension division of the College of Ag- 
riculture, the report says. The re- 
sults of other investigations, which 
have made satisfactory progress dur- 
ing the year, soon will be ready for 



The need for additional funds, if the 
Experiment Station is to be of great- 
er service to the agricultural interests 
of the State, is stressed in the report. 
* a * 

The series of eight all-day field meet- 
ings held each year on the soil exper- 
iment fields maintaind in different 
parts of the state by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station, is 
under way for this year. The first 
meeting was held Thursday on the 
field near Greenville. Following the 
Greenville meeting, similar ones are 
to be held on the fields near Hopkins- 
ville, Russellville and Campbellsville 
on June 1, 2 and 4 respectively. The 
remaining four meetings, which are to 
be held on the fields near Paducah, 
Mayfield, Fariston, and Berea, will 
take place some time during the late 
summer, probably in August, accord- 
ing to Professor George Roberts, head 
of the agronomy department of the 
experiment station. 

Staff members who will speak at 
each of the meetings include: Prof. 
Roberts, S. C. Jones, superintendent 
of the experiment fields, and Thomas 
P. Cooper director of the experiment

The University of Kentucky base- 
ball team ended its season Wednesday 
afternoon when they played the Cen- 
tre first year men. The season was 
most successful, with eight wins and 
one lost. 

They defeated the Georgetown 
Cubs twice, Union College twice, East- 
ern Normal twice, and Cumberland 
College, Centre Lieutenants and 
Manual High School. The only de- 
feat of the season was at the hands 
of the Manual boys.

The Kentucky Varsity and Fresh- 
man track teams broke even with Cen- 
tre cinder artists last Friday afternoon 
in the annual championship meet of 
the state which was held on Hinton 
Field, Georgetown. Centre and Ken- 
tucky entered the only Freshman 
teams and the Kittens won by a 71 to 
60 score. Centre was first in the var- 
sity meet with 68 points, Kentucky 
second with 43, and Georgetown third 
with 21, and Berea last with 3. 

Berryman, the Centre sprinter, was 
high-point varsity man with 16 1-4 
points, while his teammate and cap- 
tain Mountjoy, ran second, with 15 1-4. 
Leonard, also of Centre, was high- 
point man among the yearlings, with 
22 points. 

Five records were broken by the 
varsity track men. Captain "Red" 
Davidson hurled the shot a distance 
of 38.34 feet for a new state record. 
Porter bettered his own record in the 
two mile run by going the distance in 
10 minutes, f.8 seconds. Robertson of 
Centre ran the 440 yard dash in 51 
seconds for a new state record. Mount- 
joy, the Centre ace, cleared 5 feet 9 1-4 
in the running high jump and the Cen- 
tre relay team shattered the old record 
in the relay with a new time of 3:26 
minutes. 

The freshmen turned in better rec 
ords than the varsity in many events, 
the most noticable, however, ibeing 
the high jump, in which Hughes clear- 
ed 5 feet 10 1-4 inches, after Mount- 
joy had set a new record an inch low- 
er. Spurlock also broke one of the 
new state marks when he heaved the 
shot 39.33 feet.
